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DRIVER TRAINING 
Those people In Magic Valley who arc con- 
flclentloualy alarmed ovor the IncreaslnR num- 
ber of trarilc fatalities will bo Interested to 
leanL-'that Eoma progress la being made 
through driver education. 

The AMoclatlon ot Casualty and Surety 
companies, wlitch has piayed""an important 
part, in sDurrlng driver education programs 
among hJgb school students, recently sum- 
med up some encouraging evidence. 

In the current school year nearly 750,000 
students were enrolled In driver courses. In- 
cluding the classes In Twin Falls and other 
towns In Magic VaVey, Tliat'5 more than 
double the 330,000 who were enrolled four 
years ago. More than 8,500 high schools are 
now giving courses, an Increase of 6,000 
fichooLs since IS48. 

The association estimates that atudentd 
tnlned in driving will have ft three-to-one 
bett«r chance of avolivng motor sccldentx 
then those who get no formal training. 

But what real facta are there to support 
the view that driver-training really pays off, 
even though In Twin Falls, for instance, we 
continue to seb certain groups of youngsters 
driving lllCB mad? 

In Delaware, the motor vehicle department 
analyzed the driving records of 1.600 Ucenscd 
motorists, half with training and halt with- 
out. rh« survey showed that ol tho BOO trafnr 
ed drlvera, only 100 had either been arrested 
for traffic violation. Involved in an accident, 
or warned by police officers. Of the 800 un- 
trained drivers, 760, or 06 per cent, had some 
Und of blade mark against them. 

A later atudy covering 3,200 drivers showed 
that 10.7 per cent of the 1,100 trained ones 
had a violation, an accident, or a warning 
while 78.7 per cent o! tho 1,100 untrained 
motorists fell into the same categories. 

A Wisconsin survey disclosed that driver 
education reduced accidents per 1,000 months 
of licensed driving by 58 per cent, and con- 
victions for traffic violations by 59.4 per cent. 

In Massachusetta, the number of driver 
education eoursej In 1041 was 48. By 11)47 
It had ooared to 317. In that span, the numK 
ber ot -accidents Involrtng youths of 16 and 
17 dropped from 1,303 to 643. 

MassaohusettA iJ nur undertaking a.-^ew 
lO-year study of the vaiua^of dHver education. 
On the basis of Just six months' study, the 
.state reports that untrained drivers had 
nine times the. reportable violations that 
trained motorists did, and 10 times as many 
as those who had received both classroom 
Instruction end practice driving. 

These surveys auggest strongly that driver- 
training courses are one real-answer to the 
Mghtenlng toll of traffic deaths and Injuries. 



COSTLY ACCUSATION 
Jim Patton's Katlonal Fanners' union has 
now been legally cleared ot a charge of being 
"communlst-domlnatad." Ttit Utah Farm 
Bureau federation, which made the charge, 
has been found guilty of UbellnB the Fanners' 
union and ordered to pay 325,000 damages. 
The decision was handed down after a Jury 
trial before Judge William Rltter in federal 
district court, B^t Lake City. 

The case got little attention outside ot 
Utah. But Washington lawyers aro now study- 
ing the trial record closely. Judge Hitter's 
opinion ma; set an Important precedent for 
-future- cBMi~ln-whlch other organizations 
may be accused of communist affiliations. 

The Utah case grew out of an article sent 
by the Farm Bureau to its members last Sep- 
tember, It was a report on Utah Democratic 
Congressman Walter Granger's bill to sepa- 
rate the Farm Bureau from department ot 
agriculture extension services. The report 
sold that Representative Granger didn't co- 
operate with the other farm organizations, 
"except the communist-dominated Farmers' 
union. 

The Farmers' union brought suit In Octo- 
ber. The Utah Federation wanted to retract 
and settle out of court, but was urged to.Ilght 
the c^a_ through, In . spite of the fact that 



such well-known anti-communlsts as Paul 
Crouch, Reward Rushmore, Manning John- 
sq n and R obert Cruise McManus testified as 
"witnesses forthTFarnrBUrenUTthey couldnt- 
make charges against the Farmers' union 
stick. ■ 

All of which demonstrates that anyone had 
better he sure of hla ground before he starts

A 
wire, phone call or letter from him will move them 
to bang out stories for the newspapers, and to 
grind out speeches, stirring the local votera.. 

Their literary eflorta Immediately rejiult in btck- 
hosia pressure on congress In favor of legislation which 
Chapman and "Mike" want, even though It costs 
blllloni. 

But this Is only a smalt part of the Straus activity. 
He swings around the country several times a year, 
Kb exhorts them to exhaust their annual appropria- 
tions so that not* cent will tM returned to the Ueaiury. 

II they Mve money, ho wonis, their appropriations 
for future years will be reduced. Ho wises them up on 
how to Influence local opinion, and bring It to. 
bear on congtess In favor of current and prospective 
Interior projects. 

TACrrcs-ecores of •■Mike" BUmia arw In IJie 
govemment's publicity ontanUatlon, although none 
match him In ability and aslUty. But in their own way, 
they use the same tactics for the same purpose. 

In IHO, lor Instance, the postage cost ot carrying 
free government mail amounted to tllD.OOO.OOO, as 
■galnit only $1,300,000 for free {ranking ot congres- 
alonal literature. A amall part of the executive ex- 
penditure was legitimate, but perhaps SO per cent was 
spent to further the administration's alms on behalf ot 
tn* Bnnnan plan, social security, public housing, na- 
'lUttul health and other problems pending before 
ocmtre**. 

CONCLUSION— After a thorough InvcstlgaUon of 
the Straus methods, which are carrlet! out to the 
same purpose most federaJ sgendei. here Is what 
the housB appropriations committee said of him In Its 
official report:
